Washington — (m— Key Dem- 


ocratic leaders in congress 
were talking today in terms of 
a 5 to 10 billion dollar tax cut 
if the business recession makes 
tax reduction necessary. 


But barring a snowballing de- 


cline in the economy, thero 
was no solid conviction on Cap- 
itol Hill that congress will be 
called on to consider tax cuts 
before early summer — 
and 


then only as a last resort to 
reverse the business slide. 


This was the general opinion 


held today by influential house 
leaders upon whom tax cutting 
decisions will rest. All revenue 
legislation must originate 
in 


tiic house. 


Early estimates of a possi- 


ble tax reduction of two or three 
billion dollars — as by a $100 
increase 
in personal income 


exemptions — have been push- 
ed aside. 


It wouldn't be "a drop in the 


bucket" in stemming a major 
economic dip, the leaders be- 
lieve. 


Nothing less than a 5 to 10 bil- 


lion dollar cut in the nation's 
tax bill would generate enough 
new buying power to put the 
economy

on the track,

'Thinking Big1 


At th* Poit-Crrae«nt pmcnts iti third 


annual "Report to the People" the editor's 
job. as we see it. is to review the progress 
of our community with an eye not only for 
the good things that have happened, but for 
the mistakes we have made, the things we 
haven't done, the progress that might have 
been. 


Looking back only 10 years, the growth 


and progress of our Fox Cities community 
might almost be called sensational. When 
the 1950 census was taken, for instance, the 
Fox Cities were just beginning to emerge 
from the era when they were relatively 
small towns with separate identities and in- 
terests. Appleton population 
was only 


34,010, Neenah-Menasha's 24,822, the total 
for the Fox Cities about 75,000. Today — on- 
ly eight years later — the Fox Cities boast a 
population of almost 118,000. Even more 
important, we are thinking and doing things 
today as one urban community; the inter- 
dependence of its various parts is widely 
recognized. This is important, measurable 
progress. 


The thing needed most in the Fox 


Cities today, in our view, is the ability to 
"think big." We don't mean the wild, spec- 
ulative kind of thinking in which some 
communities indulge. We mean thinking 
based on reality — but today's reality, not 
yesterday's. 


The kind of thinking that was progres- 


sive, even daring, in Appleton or Neenah- 
Menasha or Kaukauna 10 or 20 years afio 
may well be completely inadequate today. 
Evidence of this can be found in many 
fields — in municipal government, in Cham- 
ber of Commerce work, in welfare and 
recreational agencies, in industrial and 


Motor Boat Controls 


It required only a few sessions of a com- 


mittee of legislators and citizens to con- 
clude that a statewide and state-applied sys- 
tem of motor boat registration and licensing 
is essential in this recreational state which 
is blessed with waters that make boating an 
immensely popular sport. 


It is a reasonable proposal, as boatmen 


and other water-using interests no doubt 
will agree, but it is perhaps only a start on 
the formulation of a public policy on a prob- 
lem that is growing rapidly. 


The likelihood is that the state also 


needs a boat operations code, not only for 
the protection of the boaters themselves 
who are crowding our rivers and lakes more 
each season, but in the interest of other 
persons including riparian owners, hunters, 
fishermen and bathers. 


The state has had an increasing number 


of boating accidents, accompanied by public 
criticism about reckless and inconsiderate 
operation of pleasure craft. In some coun- 
ties and even in some villages and cities the 
local police forces have jurisdiction and are 
capable of policing lakes and rivers. But it 
is in the nature of our water recreational 
pursuits that most of the boat traffic is in 


commercial development, in public health 
and conservation. Above all it exists in the 
field of planning — planning for land use, 
for highways and bridges, parking lots and 
airports, for parks and schools and churches 
and all the other things that contribute to 
the good life of our people. 


True, we have come a long way in just 


the last few years. The Fox Valley Regional 
Planning commission (first such body in 
the state) is in operation with a full-lime 
office; the State Highway commission is be- 
ginning a multi-inillion-dollar rebuilding of 
Highway 41: our industries invested $38 
millions in plant and equipment here in the 
last year alone; we have built many schools, 
churches and other public buildings, to say 
nothing of hundreds of private homes. Ap- 
pleton and Kaukauna have new hospitals; 
Necnah-Mcnasha is getting ready to en- 
large 
its 
hospital. Announcements by 


merchants of store remodeling projects are 
almost weekly occurrences. 


\>t there are many things we have not 


done. How many new. parks have we cre- 
ated recently? What about the need for an 
auditorium or arena, and then a real pro- 
gram to bring more conventions here? De- 
velopment of the state park at Hifih C'hff is 
agonizingly slow; would more civic interest 
speed it up? It's Cine to have a regional 
planning commission, but have we given it 
the tools it needs to really do the job? Have 
we, perhaps, become a little smug about 
such things as juvenile delinquency, sub- 
standard housing, our failure to provide 
enough jobs to keep our young people here 
when they jjrow up? 


Let us be prudent, but lot us also learn 


to "think big." Our community deserves it. 


the poorly policed or non-policed rural Sec- 
tions, especially in the northern lake coun- 
try. 


The administration of such a code, how- 


ever, presents obvious difficulties. Some 
persons regard the conservation depart- 
ment as the natural agency tor such duty. 
But the conservation commission is ex- 
tremely skeptical about it. holding with con- 
siderable force that there is no real relation 
between its fundamental task of managing 
wildlife resources and taking on the func- 
tion of a water constabulary. The state 
motor vehicle department which is already 
responsible for the administration of the 
auto, truck and vehicle trailer registration 
laws and has an extensive patrol of police- 
men, is perhaps a more logical instrument 
for the job. 


There are now at least 200,000 pleasure 


boats owned by Wisconsin residents, and 
marine equipment market surveys show 
that sales lately have been at the rate of 
25,000 yearly in the state. 


Wisconsin had a statewide and effective 


motor vehicle code and a supporting regis- 
tration and revenue system long before the 
number of motor vehicles on its highways 
reached 200,000. 


Jokes About the Pentagon 


One of the strange things about the cur- 


rent excitement over charges of bureau- 
cratic bungling in the armed forces, par- 
ticularly in the Pentagon, is that this comes 
as a surprise to anyone. Many government 
departments show an appalling lack of 
cohesion. A person who tries to get an an- 
swer to anything out of the ordinary about 
the income tax form, for instance, can get 
almost as wide a variety of replies as the 
number of employes of the internal reve- 
nue department whom he asks. 


The Pentagon was the source of hun- 


dreds of jokes as soon as it was built during 
World War 11. There were stories of peo- 
ple lost for days in its maze of corriders. in- 
trepid dive-bomber pilots who wouldn't 
brave its doors for anything, autocratic 


spies able to gel classified information as 
long as they had a couple of stars and a 
map of the place. We did win the war but 
ehtre has been doubt in some minds whether 
it was because of calculations in the Penta- 
gon or in spite of them. 


Obviously the present congressional 


hearings give some top brass an opportuni- 
ty to sound off simply because their pet 
projects were discarded. It is difficult to 
separate the individual chalf from the col- 
lective wheat. • 


But mere si/.e cannot be used as an ex- 


cuse for inefficiency. Huge corporations 
have system and order and intelligent op- 
eration. Could it be thai the nature of demo- 
cratic government is to countenance waste 
and confusion? If that were the case, the 
Russians would have landed long ago.

The annual mean tempera- 


ture for 1957 was only three- 
tenths of a degree above the 
average for the last 57 years. 
Thc annual rainfall was only 
four-tenths of an inch below av- 
erage. The annual mean tem- 
perature was 45.4 and the rain- 
fall was 29.09 inches, according 
to records of the weather sta- 
tion at the Wisconsin Michigan 
Power company. 


Snowfall Light 


Only in snowfall did the yield 


for the year vary much from 
the average. Snowfall- for the 
year measured 38.9 inches, 
compared to the average of 
about 45 inches. It was much 
less than 1956, when 55 inches of 
the white stuff fell. 


The mercury climbed over 90 


degrees only four times. This 
compares with three times in 
1956 and 19 times in 1955. 


The year's high of 92 never 


even got close to the record oi 
107 set July 17, 1939. The 92 was 
registered on two days—July 20 
and 29. 


Likewise, the year's coldest 


reading of 12 below zero was 
far above the most frigid day 
on record in 1929 when the mer- 
cury dropped to 32 below zero. 
It got below zero 16 days in 
1957, compared to only eight in 
1956. 


Weather Records 


Comparative figures for the 


United States and the rest of 
the world offer evidence that 
Fox Cities temperatures are not 
at all bad. 


The coldest ever registered in 


the United States was 70 below 
zero at Rogers Pass, Mont., in 
January, 1954. The coldest ever 
recorded in the world was 102 
degrees below zero in the Ant- 
arctic in September last year. 


The hottest day on record in 


the U.S. was 134 in Death Val- 
ley in 1913. The hottest day in 
the world was 136 and came in 
1922 in Libya, North Africa. 


Residents of the Fox Cities 


probably paid a little less than 
usual for fuel during 1957. Heat- 
ing degree days calculated on 
a 65-degree base were fewer 
than last year and the 57-year 
average. There were 7,337 de- 
gree days in 1957, compared to 
7,560 in 1956 and 7,589 for the 
longtime average.

the coldest January in 21 years. 
The thermometer dropped to 
below zero for 10 consecutive 
days during the middle of the 
month.

Fox Cities Await CAB Ruling on 
Details After 15-Year Pleadings

About 47 years ago — in 1911 


— the first airplane in the Fox 
Cities area flew into Appleton 
and landed al Ihe ball park, 
then near the present Cinder- 
ella ballroom.
